-courtmartial, who testified that he had 
seen only one of the documents of the 
secret dossier. He refused to say which 
one and said that Mercier probably 
knew more about the matter than he 
did.

Mercier Recalled to Stand. 


Mercier was. then called to the stand. 


Labori began to question him concern- 
ing his part in bringing the secret evi- 
dence before the. courtmartial without 
"the knowledge of the accused. "Did 
you order the secret dossier presented to 
the first courtmartial?" asked Labori. 
-"Xes," replied Mercier. 
"I take the en- 


tire responsibility." 
He said there was 


other evidence against the prisoner at 
the time of his arrest, beside the bor- 
dereau. 


Labori asked why this evidence was 


concealed from the president,"but Mer 
•cier hotly refused to reply.

Labori then questioned Mercier aboTt 


the contents of the bordereau. Mercier 
insisting that Dreyfus was in a position 
"to deliver the documents'named.

Labor', heatedly.

H.er Suzerain Rights. 


London, Aug. 24.—London is still 


waiting for the publication of Presi- 
dent Krueger's dispatch, the full text 
of which is .now before the catoinet 
The Renter dispatches this morning 
persist again in forecasting the reply 
of the Transvaal, government, which 
it declares, refuses absolutely to con- 
sent to the proposals for a joint com- 
mittee, but offers instead a five years 
franchise law, a vote for president 
and.eight new seats in the volksraac 
for. the Rand. 


New conditions, .however, are ex- 


acted. 
Kruger demands that Great 


Britain give up for all 
time her 


suzerainty rights over the Transvaal 
The other questions are to be sub- 
mitted to..arbitration, but not to a for- 
eign power. Great Britain, also, musi 
agree not to use the present interfer- 
ence as a" precedent. 


It is harflly credible that the Boer 


government ' -should, have

effrontery to propose doing away with 
the British suzerainty, yet, in view of 
former proposals by Dr. Leyds and 
Reitz, published in the blue book, the 
demand is barely possible.

THE GAME WARDEN'S CIRCULAR 


SpenlcH of 
T'fiw Relating to Shipments 
Outside Hie State. 


The following circular has been issued 


by the state game warden," relative to 
the shipment of game: 


A non-resident of the state may ship 


out of the state not more- than fifty 
birds, fowls or animals, protected by 
the laws of the state, during any one 
year, provided: 
(1) he has in his pos- 


session at time of shipment a' license 
duly issued to him for hunting protected 
game of the statennd (2) that he accom- 
pany said birds, fowls or animals on 
the same train or other conveyance of 
the common carrier beyond the borders 
of the state. 


A resident of the state can ship to 


points within or without the state any 
of the birds, fowls or animals on the 
same train or other conveyance to the 
point of shipment, if within the stata, 
and to the borders of the state if point 
of shipment is without the «tate. 


All packages containing game must 


be labeled so as to disclose the nature 
of contents and name of owner. 


It is unlawful to buy, sell or trans- 


port deer except from Nov. 6 to Nov. 
25 inclusive. 


It is unlawful for any person to kill 


or ship more than two-deer during a 
season. 


All other protected game can only'be 


bought, sold or transported during the 
open season therefor.

"I am inclined to think that the part 


about the hose-cart is an addition to 
the story. Charley Moseley, who was 
also on the committee that arranged to 
have Douglass lecture, mS. myself had a 
little amusement at the time, at the 
orator's expense. When Douglass was 
asked what we owed him for his services 
he replied laughingly that any large bill 
would do. The next day Mr. Moseley 
and I presented hira with an immense 
(bill) poster, which we had had printed 
to advertise his lecture. He appreci- 
ated the joke, but of course received a 
little remuneration in addition to the 
"large bill."

Bank Officials Take Mean! to Protect 


Their Treasure from Thlevei. 


It Is said by a police official at city 


lall headquarters that some of the city 
banks, whose hoard of surplus cash 
aas been increasing largely of late, 
have been experimenting with an ex- 
pedient long in u«e by the Bank of 
England officials 
of paying known 


crooks for information of any contem- 
plated raid upon their vault*. 
The 


Bank .of England's first experiment of 
this kind dates from 1850, when the 
directors of the bank listened to a 
startling proposition made by a "ditch 
digger." The laborer told the directors 
that he had discovered a new and un- 
suspected method of getting into the 
cellar vaults, where the gold and sil- 
ver bars were kept, and that he would 
sell his secret to them for money. The 
directors hesitated, believing that they 
had taken every precaution 
against 


loss from the vaults in putting up 
heavy masonry, with plenty of iron 
bars, and by manning the 
building 


with armed watchmen. But finally they 
granted the man, who seemed to talk 
fairly, a chance to try his plan, and a 
night was named for the undertaking. 
At the appointed time a committee of 
the directors descended to the cellar 
and heard a peculiar scratching sound 
under their feet. Two hours later the 
floor opened and 
the 
ditch 
digger 


bobbed up serenely, like the evil spir- 
its in the 
spectacular drama. 
All 


around them lay bars' of precious 
metal, totaling in value 
£3,000,000. 


The man explained satisfactorily how 
it was done and as a reward the direc- 
tors assured him an income from life 
on an investment of $10,000. 
The 


crook was. content and it is believed 
he remained honest ever • afterward. 
But other cracksmen were tempted by 
his luck to try the same game and the 
directors were inundated with sugges- 
tions and tips on new methods of bur- 
glary and how to,prevent them. Among 
other things, they paid $20,000 for a 
process, invented by a young chemist, 
for copying the ink, paper, water- 
marks and designs of the bank notes 
so perfectly as to defy detection. The 
directors found they could use his sys- 
tem 
more 
satisfactorily 
and more 


profitably than their own in the pro- 
duction of their currency. Despite 
the fact that these expenditures have 
run up into .big figures in the last half 
century the directors of today say that 
all the money was well invested. 


FAMOUS OLD CLOCK. 


That for 610 Year* Has Regulated the 


^ 
City of Rouen. 


Rouen, one of the principal cities of 


France, and the great seat of its cotton 
manufacture, possesses the oldest pub- 
lic clock in the world. The great Rouen 
clock has held its place in that city 
for 510 years and is the pride of its 
citizens. 
Placed in 1389, it has been 


running without interruption from that 
day to this; requiring nothing except 
cleaning and a few trifling repairs of 
its accessory parts. The great clock 
had. so accustomed the citizens of 
Rouen to look upon its exactitude'as a 
matter of course, that when, in 1572, 
the breaking of a wire prevented its 
sounding 5 o'clock- one morning, the 
population was in a state of consterna- 
tion. The magistrates summoned the 
custodian—Guillaume Petit—and re- 
monstrated gravely with him. Until 
1712 the great <jjock had no pendulum. 
For 323 years it had no other regulator 
than a "foliot," an apparatus unknown 
to the majority of modern clockmak- 
ers. The pendulum in clockwork was 
Introduced in 1659, but so well satis- 
fied were the people of Rouen with the 
time-keeping qualities of their famous 
old clock that 53 years were allowed to 
pass before a pendulum was substi- 
tuted for the "foliot." Equipped with 
this new apparatus it has continued to 
this day to strike the hours and chime 
the quarters.

from Manila, Philippine islands, to a 
friend in Was-hin>eton, says: "I am liv- 
ing at the Hotel del Orient. The floors' 
of the. hotel are o£ hardwood, and all 
sawed out by hand. These people have 
never seen a sawmill.

of the first three floors of the hotel are 
of rosewood. 
They use solid mahog- 


any here for the cheapest things.

took out my rule the other day and 
measured some of the boards in the 
floor, and, to my surprise, they were 
22 feet long and 30% inches wide.

There's a fortune 


here for the man who will come in and 
start a saw anil planing mill.

I had nine duck suits made to 


order for me here, and paid $25.50 in 
gold for the entire lot.

cente a suit for washing it. They never. 
saw a washboard here. 
They wet and 


soap the clothes and then thrash them 
on the stones.swinging them over their 
heads as you would a flail. There is 
not a cook stove in Manila save .those 
brought here by our boys. 
But they 


have plenty of sewing machines. There 
Is not a flatlron on the whole Island. 
"W-hen our 'boys first got here they got

Santiago de Cuba, Aug. 24.—Th« ru- 


.ral guard and a number of Cuban sol- 
diers -had a conflict Tuesday night at 
Cuevitas, a small town near Santiago,

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DEFRAUDED. 


By a New Plan of Mixnk Swindling By 


Duplicate Draft. 


•Boston Special Chicago Tribune: A 


new scheme -to defraud the banking 
houses o£ this <eommunity has been dis- 
covered through -the officials 
of the 


•Massachusetts National bank. The of- 
ficials are assisting the police in this 
country and those of the.Scotland Yard 
force in unraveling the matter. The 


• manner in which it is worked is as fol- 
lows: A man enters a 'bank and pur- 
chases a draft, at the same time tell- 
ing the 'cashier that, he is going abroad 
and would like to .have a duplicate 
drawn. 
He takes both of the drafts 


away, and the original is either taken 
or sent to Europe by the swindler. 
Some bank in London cashes the origi- 
nal draft, and the duplicate is cashed 
on the continent by some unsuspecting 
person. In this way the 
swindlers 


double their money. Paper issued by 
the Massachusetts National bank was 
used by one of the swindlers to secure 
$2,000 from a bank in Switzerland. The 
man who had the transaction with the 
local bank told the cashier that he was 
going abroad and that he would like to 
•have the drafts -in two parts. He pur- 
chased two drafts of $1,000 each. These 
•were drawn on a London bank. 
Re- 


cently word was received from London 
•that one of the drafts marked dupli- 
cate Tiad been cashed there. 
A. tew 


days ago a letter was received from a 
•tanking house in Switzerland, stating 
that it had cashed the original draft 
•for the party to. whom Milter had in- 
dorsed it. The cashier of the Massachu- 
setts National <bank wrote to a bank- 
lug 'house,, in Troy, N. Y., and asked 
that institution to look up a man giv- 
ing the name of J. P. Miller, -who had 
•bought the draft in March. The bank- 
ing house replied that it found three 
people of that name, all reputable bus- 
iness men. No one of the three 
an- 


swered the description of the Miller 
Who -bought the drafts. 
"The Switzer- 


land bank will be the loser in this 
case, as the person who cashed 
the 


draft should have demanded the dupli- 
cate as well, as the original before cash- 
ing it. 


An Interesting Dlncovcry. 


An interesting discovery has reward- 


ed the researches of officials at Hamp- 
ton Court palace, London. ' There has 
always lurked a suspicion that 'the 
•walls of the 
famous 
Queen 
Anne's 


drawing room, which is in the center 
of the east wing of Wren'e 
famous 


tuilding, contained more than the sec- 
ond rate portraits of the Georges. Never 
-however, was it supposed than an im- 
portant work by that once famous dec- 
orative artist, Verrio, had been con- 
cealed from the public eye"since 1735, 
owing to a stupendous act of vandal- 
ism, -which, it is presumed, was oar- 
Tied out by- Queen Caroline in 1735, 
probably to prevent the 
apothesis of 


.Queen Anne from meeting her eyes in 
•her drawing room when she became 
Queen. The date is known by the ex- 
traordinary act of bhe paper hanger of 
that/time, who, in covering up Verrio's 
work, scratched on his name and the 
date, of the paper .hanging. In taking 
down some of the portraits of 
the 


Georges, which were intended for Ken- 
sington palace, it was noticed by an 
official that the top right hand corner 
closed to the. ceiling seemed abruptly 
cut off from the general scheme of the 
beautiful ceiling, 'Which everyone had 
seen and .admired, and which repre- 
sented Queen .Anne -in the chariot of 
Justice, dressed in purple lined with 
ermine. 
Over her head is a crown, 


held by Neptune and Britannia, while 
surrounding and floating in the clouds 
are various allegorical figures repre- 
senting Peace and Plenty, etc. 
The 


discovery- now made shows that the 
•whole of the 
-walls were' originally 


painted by Verrio in the same manner, 
the 
subject being 
Queen 
Anne's, 


apotheosis as Queen of the Sea in the 
four great quarters of the globe. 


Heir to S5OO.OOO. 


Robert E. M. Cooper, formerly a 


prominent newspaper man and politi- 
cian, has fallen heir to $500,000. 
The 


estate was left to.Cooper by John C. 
Crego, a miser hermit, who recently 
died at Cripple 
Creek. 
Years ago 


Crego lived in the Panhandle country 
of Texas. 
Cooper made a tour of that, 


'region. 
Crego was not inclined to 


make acquaintances, but Cooper found 
him about to drown in a river and 
risked his own life to save the miser. 
-That resulted in a friendship. Cooper 
returned to Springfield, Mo., and be- 
came prominent. 
He kept up a cor- 


respondence with Crego for some years 
hut-, they finally lost 
track of each 


other. 
• Crego left Texas 'and was a 


pioneer prospector at Cripple Creek. 
He cleaned up 8500,000 and quit. There- 
after he lived in absolute, seclusion. 
So far as he knew Cooper was still in 
Springfield, and a few days before he 
died he sent for Justice Martin, and a 
will was drawn up leaving everything 
to Cooper.
